V Tho last Report of tho Trustees brings the history of the progress of the Institute up to the 
,2nd dayldf October,* 18,38.. Since, that da to, up to the uud of tho last Academic year, which 
terminated on the day of June, last, the School, with some diminution in the nuniber of 
Scholars in attendance, was conducted with its usual sucoo** atid usefulness. . The resignation 
of Prof. Shackelford, at iho end of'.thc Fall Session of last year, rendered it necessary for 
the Board to procure another Principal to. 'supply his place, and to re-organizp the Faculty of 
Teachers. To this ond, Prof. Asoutr 1). |Iua* was elected Principal, and th^ School during 
last Session was put under his-cOntrol, with Miss Lizzie Austin, us Assistant in the Literary 
Department, and. Miss Marietta Pkouty, :«;) ItiHtructrcs* in Musicj S.ince that Session ter- 
minated, the Board, notwithstanding they baveinade tiwo elections for that purpose, have un- 
. expeotedly not been able, thus .fan, to obtain the services of a competent and proper person to 
act as Principal of tbclo<stjtution f .and tho School has not been opened for the Fall Session of 
the present year, ii It is hoped ilbat noiscricus injury will ace'ruo lrom this delay. ,.,., .i'ij*.

Your Committee on tho subject of Home Missions, beg leave to report: That after mature 'ji 

-deliberation, they havo arrived at the opinion, that the plan 6uggestca by the Missionary Mass 
Meeting, at Moulton, with some slight alteration, is tho best that this Association can adopt 
for the ensuing year. We herewith submit that plan, with the alteration which wo have » j 

made, and respectfully rccoinincud its adopt ion. We suggest that a committee of" five brothrcn 
be appointed by the Association, who shall constitute nu Executive Board ;' and' that 'this 
Board bo located at Moulton, it being tho most central point. LM; this Board be authorized to 
secure two or more men, such as they shall deem lit, to uct as Missionaries and Colporteurs 
for the next year, at a salary of not less than $1,000. If more than two can be secured,, let . ^ 

one of these be appointed to labor amongst the colored population. Bet this Board control 
tho Missionaries, so far as appointing their fields of labor, superintending their general work, 
.and dismissing them if thoy deem it proper und prudent. Let it he the duty of tho Board 
to report to the Association, at its annual session, the amount of funds received from tho 
^-Churches, and Collected by tho Missionaries for Missionary purposes within the bounds of the 
Association, and have such expended. Lot them also report the labors of encli Missiqnary, 
viz : The number of sermons preached, and exhortations delivered, persons baptised, churches , 
organized, days employed, nights traveled, bibles and books Bold, bibles, books and tracts 
given away, number.of families without bibles, or books of religious character. Let this 
Board procure biotas,- tracts, and denominational books, with money which frhall.be raised for 
that purpose, and let them divide these books between the Missionaries, who 6hall sell them 
at a reasonable per-centagc, and giveaway to such persons, as they shall deem proper if they 
are not able to buy. ■ Let the Board re-invest the money thus brought in by the sale of books, 
and in this way keep the Missionaries constantly supplied. Let the Missionaries who may be 
employed act also as Agents for the collection of funds. Let it be the duty of the Missionaries 
to visit all parts of the Association, and to preach at the various Churches, and destitute pla- 
ces within its limits,- and let them collect money and take up subscriptions for the support' of 
Missionary labor within the bounds of this Association. Let them also assist the Pastors of 
Churches in Protracted Meetings, and let it no understood that whatever money is given to 
them at those meetings, as a compensation for their labors, those amounts are to be counted 
with thoir other collections. Let the Missionaries report quarterly to the Executive Board an 
"account of all their operations, funds collected, amounts subscribed, sermons preached, exhor- 
tations delivered, persons baptized, churches organized, days employed, miles traveled, Bibles, 
Testaments, and Books sold, Bibles, Testaments, Tracts, and Books given away, families with- 
out a Bible, or Testament, or religious books of any kind. ,

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. ' . k> L 

The Executive Board, appointed by the Muscle Shoals Association, beg leave to submit the 
following: They held their first meeting at the Office of C. Gibson, in Moulton, on the 18th 
day of January, 1859, and received reports from M. A. Verse& J. K. Lynn, and J. R. Cagle. 
And it appearing to the satisfaction of tho Board that they had each labored two months a* 
Missionaries in the bounds of said Association, on motion, the Chairman was directed to give 
to each of them a draft on the Treasurer, for $50 00. On motion, the Committee adjourned, 
subject to the call of the Chairman. , 

Second Meeting. — At the request of C. Gibson, the Board met in Moulton, on the 17th of 
June, 1859, and, after some consultation, agreed to employ Brother Cagle three months, as 
there was no Missionary in the first and second Districts, and Brothers Verser, and Lynn, two 
months, in the third and fourth Districts — say, August and September- — and the Chairman to 
five them notice of the same. Adjourned to the call of the Chairman., 

. Third Meeting. — At the call of C. Gibson, the Board met in Moulton, on Saturday before 
the 5th Sabbath in July, 1859, and employed Brother Finney to ride as Missionary in tha 
west end of our bounds, until the sitting of the Association. The Board then adjourned. ' '- 

Your Committee would further state the reason why the Missionaries were not resumed the 
first of July, according to the resolution of tho Association. It was because of information 
from the Treasurer that the funds wcro less than anticipated, and no other pledges from the 
Churches had come in. We thought it unsafe to employ for three months, knowing the diffi- 
culty heretofore in raising the deficit at the Association. , . ■. t

BEPORT ON SABBATH SCHOOLS} 






The Committee, to "whom was referred tho subject, of Sabbath Schools, respectfully offer the 
following report : • . . , -. > . ■ 

'' We deem it almost unnecessary to pay any 'thing concerning tho importance' of Sabbath 
Schools. Their importance v und usefulness will be acknowledged by all. In them, the infant' 
mind is trained in tho nurture and ndmobition of tjio L r >rd. There, the seed is sown, which,' 
in after years, germinates and brings forth the peaceable fruits of righteousness. Experience , 
has demonstrated that more of our church members, particularly in our towns and cities, come 
from that class who have been instructed in the Sabbath School, than from those who havo 
had no euch instruction. It is, emphatically, the nursery of thq church,., ; ,- t H'-'fJi* 

It is a lamentable fact that oiir churches do not' tako that interest in tho organization of 
Sabbath Schools, that they Ought. %TJierc aTe but few churches, in our Association, that rogu- 
larly keep them up. Resolution after resolution has been passed by this body, recommending 
the formation of a Sabbath,, Srkooi iji each church; but puny of the churches havo passed . 
the resolutions by in silence, not even making an effort to establish a School. We cannot 
urgo too Mrougly upon tl»c ohurehoii the imj>"i Sauce and necessity of Sabbath Schools, and.of 
Baptist Sabbath School*, \v|)iu'c oiir children may be taught the whole truth, and whore theyi 
may 'receive.. that training which will make; I hem useful citizens, and consistent Christians.-rr, 
An entcrprizq so important,, and upon whi«ih hangs the destinies of thousands, of qur.raoc* 
should not he treatcd.M ith jijdiffcrcuco or neglect/ Let us then, brethren, put forth stronger 
exertions in this causa. . Let .iu havo Sabbath School* ju all our churches— Baptist Sabbath, 
Schools, if practicable — and ve would earnestly recommend tho Pastor of overy chqrch in tho, 
Association, to make aneavrt to organise a Sabbath School in his church, if there, is not aK 
ready one. .We. would also recommend the uso of Baptist books, whenever it is practicable^. 
Those books can now; bo oasily procured frotji our various publication sooiptic^, a.ftd Baptisfc 
publishing houses, ,.
